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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of 08-25-04 has been fully considered. The amended and 
cancelled claims have overcome the previous rejections of 1 12/2 nd and 102. Therefore, all 
previous rejections are now withdrawn. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-9, 22-25, 28, 30, 31, 33, 34, 36, 37, and 39-42 are cancelled. 

Claims 3, 4, 10, 1 1-15, 16-21, 26, 27, 29, 32, 35, 38, 43 and 44 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 1 1-21, 26, 27, 29, 32, 38, 43 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. The following reasons apply: 

a. Claims 3,11 and 32 recite two different ranges for variable "m". That is, in one 
place "m" is 0-6, but in another place "m" is 1-6. Therefore, it is unclear what range is 
intended for "m". 

b. Claim 4 lacks antecedent basis because it recites species having "carbothioic 
acid" which are not within the genus of formula III. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 10 and 35 are allowed because they are independent claims which recite species 
that are not taught or fairly suggest in the prior art of record. An update search yields the 
reference of Dublanchet et. al. (US 2004/0171543 Al) which discloses related compounds of 
substituted 2,4-dioxo-thiazolo[3,2-c]pyrimidine. However, the reference's effective filing date 
does not antedate the filing date of this application. Therefore, the reference is not a competent 
prior art.
